BUTTE, Mont., Feb. 12.—The Burlington 
express No. 6, eastbound, was robbed 
shortly after midnight, on the Northern 


Pacific tracks, eight miles east of this city, 


near Homestead by five mounted men, 
who shot and serlously wounded a mail 
clerk. They covered the sides of the train 


with their rifies, uncoupled the engine, mall 
and express cars and ran them ahead of 
the train about two miles. 

The trainmen, after the robbers had de- 


parted with the engine and mail and ex- 


press cars, hastencd back toward Buite 
and met an incoming freight train, the en- 
gine of which was uncoupled to run to 


Butte to give the a’‘arm. 

A sheriff and posse and a force of police 
departed for the scene on a special train. 
The railway officials have asked the pen- 


itentlary officials at Deer Ledge for their 
blooChounds. 
Sheriff Quinn and posse, when about a 


mile and a half out of the city, were met 
by Division Superintendent Boyle, who was 
a passenger on the robbed train. 

Loyle rushed to the front of the train, 
When it was stopped by the robbers, but re- 
frained from shooting, fearing he would 
hit the trainmen., 

Every officer in the city has been called 
to South Butte and all approaches to the 
city are carefully guarded. 


The sheriff is searching the country and a 
fight between the officers and robbers Is 
beheved to be imminent. 

The rébhers fired two charges of dyna- 
mite, blowing the safe to pieces and wreck- 
ing the express car. 

The safe, according to the railway 
dany, contained nothing of value.

When a statement of the affairs of the 
International Securities was sought, it. was 
found that Manager W. J. Hogue had left 
the building just before the suspension 
order was given. 

Says They Have 
Received $320,000. 

Assistant Manager W. P. Ross said, at 
2:15, that the company had recé@ived all told 
$220,000, and they were now owing from $23,- 
000 to $50,000, and that this would be paid 
at the expiration of 30 days. 

Mr. Ross had a new excuse in the matter 
of suspension of payment. He denied that 
it was due to a lack of money, but said 
that because of the rush of people in and 
about the building they had to suspend or 
vacate the building instantly. 

The International Investment Co. was not 
looking for the run that came Thursday. 
They have 2200 depositors. Thursday morn- 
ing the country people began coming in and 
the line extending up to the third floor 
reached two abreast around the corner and 
100 feet west on Olive street. 

‘We have paid out $173,000 to 1300 depos- 


itors up to the opening hour this morn- 
ing, ‘Manager Hogue stated at noon. ‘‘We 
had $200,000 in bank. We expect $75,000 
Thursday afternoon from the South. But 
should it be delayed, as is not probable, 
we can still keep paying until closing hour. 
We mean to pay every dollar and I believe 
we can do it. We should have paid just the 
same had we known the run would last as 
it has done.” 


Have Paid 1200 
of Depositors. 


“We hve paid off 1200 people since Nee 


run started,’ said Mr. Hogue. ‘That 
number represents a majority of our de- 
positors. 


‘We have paid out to them over $200,- 
Oo”). But we are ready to pay each and 
every depositor that appears at the win- 
dow. 

“We are getting in more money every 
dav, and will be ready to meet all de- 
mands. 

‘‘F don’t see why the people are making 
such a run on our company. We have re- 
fused over $200,000 in the last 60 days that 
was offered us to handle, and we have 
never refused to pay a dollar that was 
demanded of us. If we were not disposed 
to do the square thing with the people we 
could easily enforce the days’ notice 
that is printed on our certificates of de- 
posit, and the fact is if we had taken all 
the money offered us and had taken ad- 
vantage of the notice clause we could 
have had over a half million dollars of 
money more than we have.’’ 

Crowds of depositors were on hand be- 


fore the cashier began paying. As early as 
8 o'clock a line of depositors, three deep, 
stretched from the door of the Nulsen 
building along the west side of Sixth street 


to Olive. 

By 9 o'clock there were probably 300 per- 
sons in the crowd outside the Nulsen build- 
ing and as many more curious persons on 
the sidewalk across the street. 

Sergt. Meehan and five policemen were 
present to keep the crowd in order and 
they were kept busy. Every time the door 
was opened there was a rush to enter, and 
the policemen found forcible measures nec- 
essary to hold them back. 

At the request of the manager of the 
building and for the convenience of the 
other tenants, only a half dozen persons 
were admitted to the bulliding at once.

Many of them were milkmen, 
icemen, butchers and other tradesmen, 
who were given 10 per cent of all the 


money they collected. 

In this way many house servants were 
induced to invest. During a casual con- 
versation the milkman would let fall the 
remark how lucrative his turf invest- 
ments were, and within a few days the 
servants would put their money in. 

At many of the breweries agents made 
determined efforts to be allowed to 
broach their propositions to the work- 
men.

Charge That Gill Sent Money to Par 


If reasonable proof can be produced that 
Manager L. A. Gill of Arnold & Co. sent 
the concern’s money to France for the os- 
tensible purpose of getting it away from 
investors, Assisting Prosecuting J. D. Dal- 
ton will issue a warrant for his arrest on 
a charge of embezzlement. 

“From a careful reading of the certificate 
issued to investors,” said Mr. Dalton to 
the Post-Dispatch.. “I do not Delieve that 
the courts will hold that the investors are 
partners in the concern. If they were it 
might make a difference. But I am will- 
ing to take the other view of the matter 
and if the reasonable proof can be sworn 
to by any man or group of men that Man- 
ager Gill has sent away this money I will 
issue a warrant for his arrest.

The profit of $500,000 for these two months 
had disappeared, and is supposed to have 
been salted previously by Miller and his 
associates. The balance—something like 
$156,000—went for expenses and minor pay- 
ments to victims. 

Miller was arrested after a time, as was 
Cacil Leslie, his press agent. 

They and Edward Schlesinger, the brains 
of the concern, were indicted for grand 
larceny. On April 30, 1900, Miller was con- 
victed and sentenced to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment. . 

“He obtained a new trial, but. was again 
convicted, and again sentenced to 10 years 
in prison. 


Leslie confessed, and Schiesinger escaped 
to Kurope, where he remains.

“This 56 per cent was always paid in 
secret after the victim had gone, or, as 
it was in the case of ministers and doc- 
tors, sent to the capper’s home. The 
commission business was more profitable 
than the 520 per cent promise, for there 
was no risk of money involved. 

“Miller then improved upon his com- 
mission scheme by paying a regular com- 
mission to policentén and firemen to de- 
posit money while in uniform. It was

It was at this point, according to Les- 
Iie. that Schlesinger and Ammon entered 
into the history of the syndicate. He 
said: 

“At the time .the commission business 
was flourishing. a change came over the 
office.

After that 
Miller had no say. Schlesinger took 
charge of everything. He handled all the 
money.

For Three Miles the King’s 
Highway Boulevard Will 
Crown a High Ridge. 


IT WILL OVERLOOK THE 
MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 


A Bridge Three Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Feet Long Will Be Another 
Feature of the Drive- 
way. 


When Mayor Wells returns from New 
York it is thought that the King's high- 
way boulevard commission will have its 
report ready to present to him. 

This commission consists of George B. 
Leighton, president; Julius Pitzman, civ- 
fl engineer, and John D. Davis, an attor- 


mey. They were appointed about four 
pmonths = 

While the members of the commission 
are jealously ding the details of their 
report, tho ost-Dispatch has already 
Pp nted an outline of their plan, 
forecast of the committee's conclusions 
and recmmendations. 

The commission will recommend the es- 
tablishment of a boulevard 100 feet wide 

rom Carondelet Park to Chain of Rocks 
ark—a distance of about ll miles—with a 
branch running east from King's highway 
along Florissant avenue to O'Fallon Park. 

The plan of the commission is to have 
nm park-like center to this boulevard 
throughout its entire length. This is to 
consist of a lawn about 25 reet wide, dotted 
with small trees, shrubbery and other or- 
namental features 

The exact route which the boulevard will 
traverse in going from Carondelet Park to 
the Chain of Rocks Park is as follows: 
Starting from the northwest corner of Ca- 
rondelet Park, on Kansas street, east of 
the Morganford road, west on Kansas 
gtreet to a small bridge which crosses what | 
is known as the rock branch of the River 
Des Peres. Turning ju m beyond this’ bridge 
it will run northwest 
highway near Praroashire avenue. In 80 
doing the boulevard will run through the 
valley which the creek drains, and it will 
run parallel to the creek. 
om Devonshire avenue it 
the present line of King’s eishyer due 
gl py passing Tower Grove and Forest 
a s and continuing on northwardly to 
lorissant avenue. 

There the boulevard is to be forked. 

The smaller branch will run east on 
Florissant avenue to O’Fallon Park. 

The main boulevard will continue west 
on Florissant avenue to Tracy avenue. 
Tracy avenue is the western boundary of 
the Calvary Cemetery property. 

The boulevard will there turn northwest, 
following Tracy avenue to its terminus at 
a point within a block of the northwestern 


city Umits. This point is where a junction 
is made by Tracy avenue with the Hall’s 
Ferry ro and Howell street. 


From this point on Hall’s Ferry road, the 

ee will run due north to the Chain 
Rocks. 

° "This stretch of over three miles will be 
bullt en an eminence that commands a 
magnificent view of the ower and 
will exceed In picturesque attractiveness 
any other drive in or about St. Louis. 

In this way the commission plans to con- 
nect all the ee parks of the city—For- 
est, Tower Grove, Carondelet and Chain of 
Rocks. 
stion may be made that a connec- 
with Fountain Park 

he commission will recommend the con- 
struction of small triangular parks at sev- 
‘eral points on the boulevard. 

One of the points mentioned in this con- 
mection is the place where the boulevard 
will be forked on Florissant avenue. An- 
other is on South King’s highway. 

The ornamental piece de resistance of 
the entire boulevard planned is to be the 
bridge across the issouri Pacific and 
Frisco tracks. 

This bridge will be 3500 feet long. It 
will commence at the southern end of 
Forest Park, at Arco avenue, two blocks 
south of Chouteau avenue, and will run 
to Shaw avenue 

It will cross Manchester avenue at a 
height of 18 feet. 

Pians for the brid 6 have been drawn 
by Mr. Pitzman. They call for an ex- 
penditure of probably $300,000. 

In connection with ornamenting the 
southeastern corner of Forest Park. the 
commission will ur the removal of 
ng ton road from the park, and that it 

uHt south of the park. 

With the assistance of the county au- 
thorities later it will be possible with 
comparatively little expense to extend the 
boulevard system to Jefferson Barracks. 

At present King's highway, in its most 
Syractive ortions, is paved with asphalt, 

Whether the entire new boulevard will 
be paved with the same material is a 
question that will cause 5 some discussion.

In Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, Rose Marion says the job of a 
House servant in St. Louis is a “‘cinch.’’ She gives her experience 
in applying for a position as housegirl. She says the wages are 
good, the dutics not hard, and the privileges many. There are 
500 positions open in this city, and every housewlfe approached 
was eager to get a girl on her own terms. 

Contrasted with this are the numerous letters published from 
time to time in the Post-Dispatch, in which girls complain of 
the conditions that surround house service. According to these 
writers it is degrading, difficult, the hours are from before sun- 
rise until long after dark, the servants’ quarters are unfit to 


live in. All say that the position of a shop girl is more desira- 
Ble. In today’s Post-Dispatch a man servant gives his views on 
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tho subject. He, too, finds household service an evil thing. 

Are there not faults on both sides? On the one hand, we have 
wandered far froni the Amorican ideal of democracy in the 
home. And on the other, the growth of the “new woman” {dea 
has mgde girls sce offense and degradation where none was in- 
tended. 

We cannot do without paid help in the household. To obtain 
it we must mend our ways. The occasion for offense must be 
removed. Humane treatment, the common sense application of 
the golden rule, will work wonders,

But one squad will not suffice. There should be 10 or 20 
squads. Every good street should be cleaned before spring 
opens. There should not be one muddy made street to shock 
and disgust our visitors at the dedication of the World's Fair, 
April 30.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 12.—With the ex-| 
' pectation of hearing Geo. F. Baer, presi- 
_ dent of the Reading Co., make the clos- 

ing argument against the demands of the 
miners, the largest crowd that has yet 
‘jammed into the United States circuit 
_fourtroom_ was present when the strike 
comission opened .its session today. 

Mr. Baer began by saying in that the de- 
velopment of the natural resources of the 
earth it is necessary for men to combine 
both their capital and their energy. Rall- 
roads, steamship lines, great steel plants 
and workshops of every kind can only be 

created by combination of capital. We 
are apt to overlook the part these business 
corporations may play in the distribution 
of wealth. 

“We concede to organized labor the same 
‘rights that we claim for organized capl- 
‘tal. Both must keep within the law. There 
cannot be one jaw for citizens and cor- 
-porations and another for labor organiza- 
' tions. 

‘*The lawlessness in the coal regions was 
‘the direct result of mistaken theories as to 
{ the rights of mine workers. It will not do 

to say the leaders have not encouraged 
violence and crime. It is true, no doubt, 
that they did not advise. They may, at 
»ilines, have counseled against it, and ex- 
-pressed regrets‘ for it; nevertheless, they 
are legaliy and morally responsible for 
the situation they created, and from which 
‘this violence and crime necessarily re- 
) sulted. 
' “Many good men have found fault with 
us for not making an agreement with the 
United Mine Workers of America. You 
/ will recall that the demand made upon us 

was for a uniform wage stale, covering

We sighted against a telephone pole, after 
half an hour of this, the poor wounded car 
dragging its slow length along, the bril- 
liant purplish blue flame from the trolley 
lighting up the landscape and vanishing. 


Conductor’s Heroism 

Endangered Life. 

“We stood half an hour watching this 
sight, and as it slowly crawled into our 
view, we saw the heroic conductor on the 
slipper y top of the car, kneeling and hold- 
the broken trolley to the wire, daring in- 
Stant death while that sheet of blue fiame 
flashed over him every time the trolley 
Struck a cross wire. Talk about the hero- 
Ism of the river and lake pilots, who used 
io stand to their wheel amid burning 
flames and turn the boat's prow to the 
shore to save their passengers. I think the 
sense of duty is magnificent that leads 
conductors to risk their iives on top of 
their cars, holding the trolley down while 
they know that any flash might mean 
tog hands, total blindness or instant 
death. 

“This man had done this for an hour in 
that wintry storm, and clung to that 
trolley all the time. 

“My personal indignation at the company 
for holcing me two hours and a haif in 
that desolate station, faded before my ad- 
miration for the conductor, amd my wrath 
at a company that could place one of its 
men in such circumstances that he must 
imperil his life to bring that rickety, 
Shackling car up to its destination. The 
trouble wus that the car, which should 
have been in the scrap pile long since, had 
bent the top wheel that guides the troliey, 
and the poor, half-frozen conductor and 
motorman undertood to disengage the trol- 
ley, fixe the wheel and attach the hew 
trolley. No one came out from the power 
house to agsist, no notice whatever was 
taken of its condition, no manager or line 
superintendent a geeres. but the or men 
worked away with a flaring torch on top 
of the car to do what they could to fix it 
again. There is absolutely no electric light 
pole there. All was in .darkness, except as 
the torch flared up. They worked and 
worked and hammered and pounded, and I 
went and sat in the dark car alone, while 
my deaf workmen: mounted up on top and 
assisted, in getting the company’s equip- 
ment in order. 

“At last we all started. We went along 
gaily for half a mile, the bridal party 
having bright visions of supper at last, 
when suddenlyi n front of them, blue 
fic.mes burst up a foot hi from the floor.

Petersburg and Vienna agree that the plans 
for an Austro-Russian alliance in the Balk- 
ans have been perfected to the minutest 
detail, and it only needs a plausible excuse 
to have the squadrons of the Czar and 
those of the Austrian Kaiser swoop down 
in an ifrestistible phalanx on the territory 
of the Sultan.

How- 
ever, there is some foundation for these 
reports, as Turkey is determined to put 
down the incursions into her territory. 

“For months past the revolutionary com- 
mittee has been filling the news channels 
with reports of outrages committed by the 
Turkish irregular troops. There are no Ir- 
regulars permitted in the Turkish service, 
and the imperial troops are under strict 
discipline. These committees are not con- 
tent with the general statement, but fabri- 
cate the names of politicians and individ- 
uals subjected to oppression.

Cataleptic State From Re- 
ligious Frenzy, 


COLORED EVANGELIST’S 
PERIODICAL TRANCES 


To Hundreds Who Visit Her She 
Writes That God Has Stricken 
Her Dumb for Her Sins. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 15.—A pecu- 
liar case of catelepsy, superinduced by re- 
ligious frenzy, is that of Rowena Walker, 
colored, 25 years old, living at 521 Bowman 
street. She has not taken food nor has she 
slept since last Monday night. She relapses 
into periodical trances, but does not sleep, 
as she opens her eyes regularly. Her jaws 
are locked and she has not spoken since 
last Monday night. 

Miss Walker was a girl evangelist in 
Kentucky. She was affiliated with the 
Methodist Church. After a period of sep- 
aration from her religious duties she be- 
came a blackslider. She came to Indianap- 
olis from Greenwood, K’'y., and got work 
as a domestic. She was jovial while in 
company, but when alone she became mo- 
rose and was frequently heard to murmur: 

“Lord, have mercy!” 

Two months ago she called Mrs. Croze 
Duncan, also colored, with whom she 
lived, and told her that the Lord was go- 
ing to etrike her dumb for her sins. A 
second time she gave Mrs. Duncan warn- 
ing of her approaching doam. 


Stricken Dumb 
for Not Preaching. 

At 6 o’clock last Monday evening she 
was in unusually good spirits and romped 
with the children of the Duncan house- 
hold. She wrote a letter to a friend 
after supper and started toward the door 
to mailit. Just as she reached the street 
door she fell to the floor and became 
rigid. Not a muscle in her body moved, 
but she could open her eyes. Her jaws 
locked and have remained locked ever 
since. Day and night she remains the 
same, refusing all food and a physician. 

She writes on a tablet almost con- 
stantly when not in a trance. Two tab- 
lets have been used since her strange af- 
fliction came upon her. To the hundreds 
who have stood around the couch on 
which she lies she has written warnings 
of the judgment day. She writes that 
she was warned of God that she was to 
be stricken dumb because of her failure 
to do his bidding and preach. 

While In the trances she goes to heaven 
and declare in her writings that she has 
communed with John, Peter, James and 
cael and has seen the four-and-twenty 
elders. 


She Tells 
of Crossing Jordan. 

In her writing she tells of crossing the 
river Jordan and falling asleep in the 
valley. There she rested with her head 
on a rock and the Lord appeared to her 
as in a dream and warned her of a doom 
unless she preached. ‘ 

She has written a varning to the min- 
isters of Indianapolis, declaring Them to 
be religious impostors, and pronouncing 
on them the wrath of unless they 
turn from their sinful ways. She writes 
that the ministers are not preaching the 
gospel as it should be preached, but are 
ma to please the people and not 


She writes that her jaws were to remal 
closed for three days by the will of God. 
The three days pasned. and her jaws 
were not opered. While in a trance she 
writes that she asked God he. did 
not unlock her jaws, and the answer 
was that she had not done penance foP her 
sins. 

The hundreds of negroes who have vis- 
ited her bedside are awestricken by her 
revelations.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., feb. 12.—the 
bills prepared and recommended by the 
State tax commission were introduced in 
both Houses of the IegiSlature today as 
follows:

WASHINGTON, Feb .12.—The new cabi- 
net officer required by the department of 
commerce bill, passed yesterday, who will 
be Known as the secretary of commerce 
and labor, will be George B. Cortelyou, 
now secretary to the President. 

This was decided by Mr. Roosevelt ag 
soon as it was evident that the new de- 
partment would be created. 

The appointment meets with approval 
among all public men and carries out a 
wish of President McKinley. 
‘ With the creation of the new department 
there are also created two new bureaus 
of the government under the direct charge 
of the secretary of commerce.
